AIM Ann Report 
1985 to 1986 


REPORTS TO MEMBERS 


President 

As I complete my term as President, it is pleasing to be able to look back 
at a period of considerable growth and development at the Museum. In March, 
the Council elected Mrs S.M. Weight to succeed me as President, and I will have 
pleasure in passsing the reins of office to her at the Annual General meeting. 
Mrs Weight’s election is noteworthy in that she will become the first woman 
President of the Institute and Museum since its foundation as the Auckland 
Philosophical Society in 1867. As was common in Victorian times, there were 
no women at all on the first Council of what became the Auckland Institute 
and Museum. It does seem strange, however, that it has taken this long for the 
Institute and Museum Council to elect its first woman President. 


The Council 

Mr D.R. Cholmondeley-Smith was elected in May to represent the Boroughs 
of Devonport and Northcote and the Cities of Birkenhead and East Coast Bays, 
following the resignation last year of Mr S.F. Smythe. Ms D.L. Henare resign¬ 
ed from the Council as a representative of the Auckland City Council, due to 
pressure of work, and in September we welcomed Mrs E. Currey as her 
replacement. 

Professor l.H. Kawharu, a former member of the Council, was appointed 
by the Council in March to fill the vacancy left by the death of Dr David Robert¬ 
son. In the election at the Annual General Meeting, Dr P.J. Brook, Prof l.H. 
Kawharu, Mr W. A. Laxon, Dr J. Rogers and Mr J.F.Y. Schischka were returned 
to the Council as representatives of the members. 

The Council’s congratulations were extended to Mr l.D. MacKinlay, a local 
authority representative from Ellerslie Borough Council, upon the award of a 
Woolf Fisher Fellowship, to be taken up in April 1986. 

The Council is taking steps to foster closer links between its members and 
the Museum staff. To this end, the staff were asked to send a representative 
to attend meetings of the Council. Mr Richard Wolfe was elected to this position.

Mr Bruce Fletcher joined the Museum staff as an Attendant in 1973 and was 
Senior Attendant from 1978 until his retirement in 1984. Mr W.H. Ross-Lowe 
was an Honorary Life Member of the Institute and Museum, and a former 
Honorary Curator of the Furniture collection. 

Institute Meetings 

Attendance at our monthly meetings has remained very low, in spite of the 
high quality of the lectures offered. Our thanks are recorded to the following 
lecturers: Prof. R.J. Elliott, “Computing in Physics”; Mr A.B. Stephenson, “A 
Biologist in the Antarctic”; Mr G.S. Park, “Te Maori”, and “The Walsh Brothers 
Flying School at Kohimarama”; Mr J. Stacpoole, “James Mackelvie: Investor, 
Collector, Benefactor”; Dr R.B. Ellis-Pegler, “The Acquired Immune Deficien¬ 
cy Syndrome - AIDS”; and Dr Gordon Nicholls “Some Aspects of the Materials 
Science of Wood.” 

Because of the low attendances, the Institute committee recommended to the 
Council that the monthly lecture series be discontinued in 1986, with alternative 
activities being arranged for members. This recommendation was reluctantly 
adopted as being inevitable, but the Council will continue to keep the position 
under review. In February, a special evening was held for members in conjunc¬ 
tion with the “Musical Instruments Through the Ages” exhibition. 

This year’s Archey Lecture to senior secondary school pupils was given by 
Dr G.G. Tunnell of the Department of Anthropology of the University of 
Auckland. Dr Tunnell’s lecture was entitled “Behavioural Ecology in Human 
Evolution”. 

Staff Resignation 

In September, the Museum’s Assistant Director and Ethnologist, Mr D.R. 
Simmons, resigned. Although there was some publicity given to the resignation 
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in the press, the Council took the view that the matter was a staff one, and public 
comment was not appropriate. The Council has been at pains to reassure 
members, however, that Mr Simmons chose to tender his resignation over what 
he saw as a matter of principle; at no stage did either the Director or the Coun¬ 
cil suggest that he should resign. Since Mr Simmons saw the issue as a matter 
of principle, and there appeared to be no alternative solution available, the Coun¬ 
cil considered that it had no option but to accept the resignation with regret. 
All those concerned, both the Council and the staff, regret that the Museum 
has lost the services of Mr Simmons in this way. 

At its meeting in October, the Council recorded its appreciation of the sen¬ 
sitive way our Director Stuart Park had coped with this difficult situation, and 
its approval of the fine work being done at the Museum by the Director and 
the staff. 

Museum Building 

The War Memorial Museum building has been classified by the New Zealand 
Historic Places Trust as an A category building, a building meriting permanent 
preservation. The Museum is very proud of its prominent builting, which the 
Trust described as “one of New Zealand’s best loved public buildings”. We are 
pleased to have the building recognised by the Historic Places Trust. 

The replacement Museum lift was opened in August. The building alteration 
work necessary to modify the lift shaft took considerably longer than envisag¬ 
ed, which created some inconvenience to visitors and staff, but the new lift is 
a most welcome improvement on the old one. The lift is an oil hydraulic machine 
from Italy, which provides a smooth and comfortable ride. 

The Council undertook the roofing over of an area above the Auckland Land¬ 
scapes display, as a way of providing much needed additional storage space as 
well as effecting repairs to a difficult leak. 

The Council’s ongoing programme of upgrading security and safety facilities 
was continued, with the provision of new and more comprehensive coverage 
by fire extinguishers within the Museum. Additional security devices were also 
installed. 

Gifts, Grants and Bequests 

The Museum continues to receive a gratifying level of support from the com¬ 
munity by way of gifts and grants. 

A substantial bequest was received from the estate of the late Dr L.A. Sped- 
ding, for the general purposes of the Museum. Dr Spedding’s generosity to the 
Museum is most welcome, and the Council has been considering appropriate 
ways to use the bequest. 

A generous bequest of $5,000 was left to the Museum by the late Jack 
Seabrook, an Honorary Life Member, former President and Trust Board 
member, and longtime friend of the Museum. 

The New Zealand Lottery Board of Control has continued its support of the 
work of the Museum’s Liaison Officer with a subsidy on salary and a contribu¬ 
tion of expenses of $20,172. In addition, the Board made a grant of $20,000 
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for the provision of a vehicle for the Liaison Officer, which has proved to be 
of considerable benefit in her work. The Lottery Board also made a second grant 
of $50,000 towards the redevelopment programme in the Maori Galleries, in 
addition to the similar sum granted last year. A further grant of $4,000 has been 
made by the Scientific Research Distribution Committee of the Board towards 
Dr Gill’s research project on the whiteheads of Little Barrier Island. 

The Disney Art Trust established by the late Charles Disney continues to pro¬ 
vide funds for the purchase of objects for the Applied Arts collections. The grant 
from the Trust this year was $21,600, which represents a substantial increase 
in the level of the grant, which is much appreciated. The Auckland Savings Bank 
also continued its generous support of the Museum, with a grant of $7,000 
towards the Maori display development, and the Sir John Logan Campbell Trust 
contributed $5,000 tow'ards the development of the storage area 1 have men¬ 
tioned above. 

Members once again supported the Museum through their subscriptions and 
by contributing to our special funds. Donations to the Members' Library Pur¬ 
poses Fund were $6158.85, including a substantial donation from Miss Nancy 
Bamford for the purchase of a microfilm reader. Donations to the Specimen 
Purchase Fund totalled $1672.50. 

Several organisations made donations totalling over $3,500 in recognition of 
their having made use of various Museum services or facilities. Members of the 
Japan Youth Goodwill Mission made a much appreciated donation during their 
visit to the Museum. 

It is my pleasure to acknowledge with gratitude this support, and that of all 
those organisations and individuals from whom we received monetary contribu¬ 
tions during the year. 

Attendances 

It is pleasing to report that there was an increase in attendances of 3 percent 
over 1984-85, with a total of 799,368 visitors coming to the Museum during the 
year. This reverses the downwards trend in attendances of the last few years. 
The Museum retains its position as the most popular attraction in Auckland, 
in spite of the increased number of alternative attractions which have come into 
being in recent years. 

In conclusion, may 1 thank the members of the Council and the staff for their 
support during the three years of my Presidency, and may 1 extend to the in¬ 
coming President and her Council and to the staff my best wishes for the conti¬ 
nuing success of the Museum.

Director 

The year has been a very full one, with considerable progress being made. 
At the same time, it has not been an easy year, with an increasing workload 
on many members of staff, and the tensions surrounding the resignation of Mr 
Simmons, which the President has referred to above. 
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Museum Development Plan 

The Council and 1 have become concerned at the absence of written policy 
for the Museum and the lack of long term planning for its future development. 
Considerable effort has been expended during the year to begin to rectify these 
important omissions. In collaboration with members of the curatorial staff 
assessments were made of the current scope of the Museum’s collections, as a 
precursor to the preparation of a written collection policy for the Museum. A 
museum consultant Ken Gorbey of Wellington was contracted to work with the 
staff to assist in the preparation of statements of philosophy and purpose for 
the museum, and the drafting of a scheme to prepare both medium and long 
term development plans. 

Such questioning of the very basis of an institution is inevitably unsettling, 
and the process has not been an easy one. Useful drafts have been prepared 
for the consideration of Council, and the ground laid for further work in the 
current and subsequent years. In spite of the difficulties, 1 remain firmly con¬ 
vinced of the need to set out explicitly the aims and purpose of the Museum, 
and the directions for its future development. In particular, as the Museum finds 
itself very fully occupying the available space within its present building, plans 
for the physical development of the collections, displays and building need very 
careful consideration. 

Te Maori 

The exhibition “Te Maori” has been warmly received in the United States, 
to the extent that an extension was approved to allow the addition of a fourth 
venue at the Field Museum in Chicago. By the time the exhibition closed in May 
1986, some 750,000 people had seen it. it is worthy of note that during the same 
period that “Te Maori” was open to the public in the United States, over 1,100,000 
people visited the Auckland Museum. 


Unfortunately “Te Maori” will not be shown at the Auckland Museum on 
its return to New Zealand. The New Zealand Management Committee for the 
exhibition made the decision to show the exhibition in Auckland at the Auckland 
City Art Gallery. Auckland Museum Council and staff were naturally very disap¬ 
pointed at this decision, especially since one third of the objects in the exhibi¬ 
tion come from the Auckland Museum collection. However, once the decision 
was made, the Museum assured the Committee and the City Art Gallery that 
we would co-operate fully to ensure that the exhibition is a great success. 
Auckland Museum Senior Conservator Karel Peters will be the Conservator for 
the New Zealand tour, and 1 serve on the “Te Maori” Management Committee 
for the tour, representing the interests of the lending museums. 

Auckland Museum’s other major international loan, that of the statue of the 
goddess Kave from Nukuoro, was satisfactorily concluded with the safe return 
of the statue after a triumphant tour of three major American art museums. 
The replica made to replace Kave during her absence has been loaned, with many 
other objects from our collections, to the Dowse Art Museum in Lower Hutt 
for a major exhibition there. 
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Staff 


As foreshadowed in last year’s report, Te Warena Taua took up his appoint¬ 
ment as Assistant Ethnologist in April. He has rapidly become an important 
member of the Ethnology staff, and took on considerable extra responsibility 
after Mr Simmons’ resignation. It has been especially pleasing to note the great¬ 
ly increased numbers of Maori people who feel more comfortable visiting the 
research and storage areas of the Museum now that Te Warena is on the staff. 
This increase has of course added considerably to the workload in this impor¬ 
tant area of the Museum’s work. 

Catherine Lomas was appointed as Assistant Curator of Applied Arts, and 
took up her position in July. Catherine was formerly Crafts advisory Officer 
for the Queen Elizabeth 11 Arts Council. Her knowledge of the contemporary 
applied arts in New Zealand and her energy and enthusiasm has been of con¬ 
siderable benefit to the Museum. 

Following the departure of Garry Freeth, the Planetarium Operator, the op¬ 
portunity was taken to review the staffing and operation of the Planetarium. 
A major refurbishing of the Planetarium and its projector was undertaken, and 
Mr Frank Ives appointed to a permanent part time position as Planetarium Of¬ 
ficer in September. 

Lee Herrick was Botany Technician until February, when his place was taken 
by Susan Asplin, who had previously worked for the Museum under the Stu¬ 
dent Job Search Scheme. Sandra Turnbull was appointed as Director’s Secretary 
in April but she left to take up another position in March this year. Mari Lees’ 
position as Receptionist/Telephonist was filled by Ngaire Hogsden in May. Paul 
O’Donnell left to set up his own business, and his place as Maintenance Hand 
was filled by Paul O’Leary. Changes amongst the Attendant staff have includ¬ 
ed the appointment of the Museum’s first woman Attendant, Althea Sargent. 

Louise Furey, Lester Hall, Sabine Weik, and Moira White have assisted with 
the development work in the Maori Gallery in the Archaeology, Display and 
Conservation Departments, and Mick Pendergrast has continued to assist in the 
Ethnology Department in relation to the same project. Dante Bonica, Maarama 
Tetini and Annette and Sandy Wehi have been the members of the Hotunui 
restoration team. 

Once again the Museum was pleased to be able to employ University students 
for the summer vacation under the Labour Department’s Student Job Search 
Scheme. Susan Asplin, Karyn Denyer, Alastair Jamieson, Stephanie Leeves, Ann 
O’Byrne and Jennifer Robertson made useful contributions to the work of several 
departments of the Museum. 

In May and June Senior Education Officer Struan Ensor was the New Zealand 
participant in the multi-regional project “Education in Museums” at the Smithso¬ 
nian Institution in Washington and other museum centres in the United States. 
Museum educators from many parts of the world met to consider and examine 
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a wide range of issues in museum education. Mr Ensor found the experience 
very useful in respect of museum education actitivies at Auckland Museum and 
elsewhere in New Zealand. The Museum is very grateful to the United States 
Information Agency for its support in making the visit possible. 

In December Conservator Gerry Barton was awarded a Winston Churchill 
Trust Fellowship for his research into new cleaning methods which could be 
applicable to Maori feather cloaks in the Museum collection. The work involves 
the testing of material used in feather cloak making in a variety of detergents 
and subjecting them to a short period of ultrasonic cleaning. Gerry Barton will 
use the Fellowship to travel to the Canadian Conservation Institute in Ottawa 
where test samples he has forwarded are already being analysed. He will work 
with staff there to complete the project. 

Volunteer Guides 

A third group of volunteer guides completed guide training during the year, 
and the existing guides have been meeting monthly for refresher and additional 
interest sessions. The summer tour season was a particularly busy one for the 
group, which went to a lot of effort to meet the needs of the different tours. 
The volunteer guides are now firmly established as a valuable feature of the 
service the Museum offers to visitors and we are very grateful to all the guides 
for the time and effort they put into the programme. As several curators note 
below, the Museum is also well served by volunteer assistants in other depart¬ 
ments, without whose support the work of the Museum would be much less 
successful. 

Display Programme 

Progress on the development of the Maori gallery has been rather slower than 
we anticipated, through the absence of an ethnologist on the staff. The momen¬ 
tum was picked up again in 1986 however, and the western gallery will be open¬ 
ed in August 1986. All the staff involved in the project have been working very 
hard on it, but particular acknowledgement must be made of the work of Nigel 
Prickett, who has borne a substantially heavier curatorial load for the project 
than could have been envisaged originally. Good progress has been made with 
the restoration project on the meeting house Hotunui, though the task is a very 
large one indeed. 

The year has been even more busy than usual with Special Exhibitions and 
other display activities, which have provided an ever changing attraction to our 
visitors. Fifteen temporary exhibitions were held in the Special Exhibitions Hall, 
with several more being shown in others parts of the Museum. Richard Wolfe 
refers to several of these below, but special reference must be made to the highly 
successful exhibition “Musical Instruments Through the Ages”. 

Through the efforts of the Auckland Early Music Society and especially its 
exhibition organiser Mr Len Stanners, a remarkable display of over four hun¬ 
dred instruments from many private collections as well as the Museum’s own 
collection was beautifully shown in the Exhibition Hall. With the support of 
the United Building Society and the organisational flair of Mrs Margery Charlton, 
an ambitious performance programme of “Music at the Museum” was arrang¬ 
ed to coincide with the exhibition. The Museum’s sincere gratitude is expressed 
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to all those involved, including the staff of our display, conservation, ethnology 
and applied arts departments for their support. 

Another very successful exhibition was the Mackelvie Centenary Exhibition, 
which was held in two venues, the Auckland Museum and the Auckland City 
Art Gallery. The opportunity to bring together in the Gallery most of the pain¬ 
tings and in the Museum most of the decorative arts and other items from the 
bequest of James Tannoch Mackelvie was a most worthwhile one, and we are 
indebted to the members of the Mackelvie Trust, and especially the chairman 
John Stacpoole for their initiative in promoting this exhibition. A most attrac¬ 
tive and informative catalogue to the collection was produced jointly by the Trust, 
the Museum and the Gallery. 

The Museum has also been the venue for several film and television events, 
including the filming of a series of the programme “Antiques for Love or Money”. 

Maritime Collections 

During the year the Council received a request from the Auckland Maritime 
Museum for the transfer to it on loan of the Auckland Museum maritime col¬ 
lection. Council members believed that since there is to be a separate maritime 
museum in Auckland, we should co-operate with it to ensure that it is the best 
possible, rather than trying to compete with it. Accordingly, the Council resolved 
to approve in principle the transfer of the maritime collections on loan to the 
Auckland Maritime museum, once it has the necessary building, staff and 
facilities to care for the collection adequately. Many of the items in the collec¬ 
tion are currently on loan to the Auckland Museum, and the approval of their 
owners will naturally be sought before any move is made. The maritime items 
in the colonial, military and library sections of the Museum will be the subject 
of special consideration. 

Publications 

The Records vol. 22 was published on 18th December 1985. The volume in¬ 
cluded papers on archaeology and ethnology by Aileen Fox, Nigel Prickett and 
Angela Annabell; a paper on botany by E.B. Bangerter, and papers on zoology 
by W.O. Cernohorsky, B.J. Gill, M. Kirman, R.C. Willan and K.A.J. Wise. 
Once again the Museum is indebted to the Editor, Mr Wise, members of the 
editorial committee, and to the authors, for all the hard work which enabled 
the volume to appear. 

As well as Ihe Auckland War Memorial Museum News, the Museum published 
two further items during the year. “Hotunui: the restoration of a meeting house” 
by Gerry Barton and David Reynolds sets out the history of the meeting house 
in the Museum and explains the rationale behind the major restoration project 
which is being carried out. A booklet by Peter Lewis describes the history of 
another important Museum object, the Mitsubishi A6M3 Zero aeroplane. The 
booklet results from Mr Lewis’ exhaustive research into the aircraft, and we 
are very grateful to him and to the Editor of the Journal of the Aviation Historical 
Society for making this available for publication. 

Two members of staff had books published during the year. ‘Whakairo” by 
David Simmons was published by Reed Methuen. Dr Brian Gill is the author 
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of “Collins Handguide to the Frogs and Reptiles of New Zealand” as well as 
having been one of the contributors to the “Reader’s Digest Complete Book of 
New Zealand Birds.”

Applied Arts 

The Disney Hall of English Furniture was the venue for the Museum’s part 
of the centenary exhibition of the collection which James Tannock Mackelvie 
inaugurated for the benefit of the people of Auckland and of New Zealand - 
the other part of the exhibition was shown in the Auckland City Art Gallery. 
The Museum exhibition included bronzes, silver, invories, jade, ceramics, carpets, 
watches, objets de vertu and furniture. This required the removal of the 
horological, ceramic and pewter displays, selections of which were shown 
elsewhere. The clocks and watches have since been returned, this time in 
chronological sequence to make them easier to appreciate. 

The furniture collection has been re-arranged to illustrate the historical develop¬ 
ment of the chair and the storage chest. Important pieces of New Zealand col¬ 
onial furniture have been placed on view in the Furniture Hall and the adjoin¬ 
ing Botany Hall. A number of these highlight the work of Anton Seuffert, a 
master cabinetmaker who was working in Auckland during the mid-nineteenth 
century. 

Several musical instruments have been displayed together following the ex¬ 
hibition “Musical Instruments Through the Ages”. A Collard and Collard grand 
piano of about 1860, and the Webster organ (built at Hokianga in 1850) have 
been restored to playable condition. 

A major display of New Zealand commercial ceramics was mounted to coin¬ 
cide with the publication of a book on the subject, which was launched in the 
Museum. To mark the twenty-first annual exhibition of the Auckland Studio 
Potters the entire collection on loan from the society was shown for several 
months in the Logan Campbell gallery. Mr Muir was the selector for the annual 
studio pottery exhibition. 

Members of the Auckland Handweavers guild have changed their displays 
on a regular basis using pieces from the Museum’s collection as well as borrow¬ 
ed material. There have been other changes of textiles and costumes on display. 
Temporary cases have been used to show selections of glass, silver and children’s 
toys. 

Selections of contemporary jewellery have been contributed by members of 
“Details”, a national group of craftspeople. Two new display cases were design¬ 
ed, built and installed on the staircase to feature contemporary studio glassware. 

“Yukara Ori”, the weavings of Mrs Aya Kiuchi of Hokkaido, Japan, have 
been on national tour and seen in six regional centres. Three important examples 
of eighteenth century furniture were lent for the New Zealand International 
Festival of the Arts in Wellington. 

Funds from the Disney Art Trust have once again made possible the purchase 
of many important items for the collection. These have included Middle Eastern 
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and Asian textiles and costumes, studio glass, ceramics, weaving, jewellery and 
a table made by Anton Seuffert from New Zealand native woods. 

The Mackelvie Trustees have purchased and placed on loan an ‘Adam’ 
upholstered gilt wood armchair (c. 1775). From the Cathedral of the Holy Trinity 
have come also on loan, a carved presentation box and a writing desk made 
by Anton Seuffert for the first Anglican Bishop of New Zealand, George 
Augustus Selwyn. 

Mrs Judy Smith, Honorary Curator of Textiles and Costumes, and Dr David 
Smith, Honorary Horologist, have once again given generously of their time 
and expertise, which is greatly appreciated.

Archaeology 

All available time this year has been taken up with work on the Maori Gallery 
displays. Fieldwork and publication have suffered greatly as a result. Public 
enquiries and talks, departmental administration and work in archaeological 
and historic places conservation have continued as usual. 

Maori Gallery work has included the selection of material for display, sub¬ 
ject research and label writing. It has also involved a great deal of necessary 
consultation and liaison with the Display and Conservation Departments, 
photographer Alan Leatherby and many others. The model of an archaeological 
excavation prepared by Joyce Germaine required initial design work and much 
continuing consultation during its execution. 

Much of the load in Maori Gallery work has been shared by Mick Pendergrast, 
especially where woven and fibre artefacts are concerned. Louise Furey and Moira 
White have assisted in the Archaeology Department with Maori Gallery work 
and departmental housekeeping. I would also like to thank Joan Lawrence for 
her continued voluntary work in the department which has included assistance 
with the Maori Gallery. 

No fieldwork has been undertaken this year except for occasional visits to 
sites in the Auckland and Northland regions which are undergoing excavation 
or which require conservation decisions. Publication has included the produc¬ 
tion of the New Zealand Archaeological Association Newsletter of which 1 am 
editor. Thanks are due to Mary Best for the thoughtful and efficient prepara¬ 
tion of material for the printer. The Museum Records has published an article 
on an archaic pendant form and an article on archaeological site damage has 
appeared in the New Zealand Journal of Archaeology. 

During the year I continued to serve on the Archaeology Committee of the 
New Zealand Historic Places Trust and attended a number of council meetings 
of the New Zealand Archaeological Association as the Newsletter editor. In May 
1985 1 attended the annual conference of the Archaeological Association in 
Tauranga.

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Botany 


Once again, the time spent on field work has been reduced to allow more time 
for public enquiries, departmental administration and herbarium management. 
Major collecting trips were made to Puketi State Forest and Whale Island in 
the Bay of Plenty, with two brief visits to Aorangi Island, Poor Knights Group, 
to supervise conservation projects and add to the Museum’s voucher specimen 
collection. 

Substantial improvements have been made to the herbarium furniture and 
fittings over the past year. A large block of mobile shelving was installed, relieving 
immediate pressure for more space. There is now adequate storage for the cur¬ 
rent number of specimens, but no room for expansion. A new work bench run¬ 
ning the length of the herbarium provides convenient space for five or six staff, 
volunteers or visiting workers adjacent to the collections. New curtains and 
lighting completed the redevelopment, and the result is a very pleasant and effi¬ 
cient working environment. 

A further advance in the herbarium management was brought about by the 
purchase of a Canon electronic memory typewriter. Its ability to store formats 
and repeated information has reduced the time spent in label preparation by 
a half, allowing a significant reduction in the backlog of specimens awaiting 
labelling. In addition, the labels produced are of a very high standard. 

Contact with the University Botany Department was maintained formally 
through lectures to Stage Ill students and a departmental seminar, and infor¬ 
mally through regular visits. A number of lectures were given as part of various 
Continuing Education courses at the University. Since the publication of the 
Lichen volume in the Flora of New Zealand series, there has been heightened 
interest in this little known group of plants. Lectures, field trips and laboratory 
workshops on the topic were organised for the Auckland Botanical Society and 
the Centre for Continuing Education at the University. In addition, an inten¬ 
sive four-day lichen workshop held at the University attracted participants from 
throughout New Zealand. 

The fourth annual herbarium curators’ meeting was attended in Wellington, 
followed by the Sytematics Association Conference. 1 have continued to attend 
meetings of the Government House Gardens Advisory Committee, and have 
been involved in the production of a management plan for these gardens. 

The first positive steps towards the formation of a New Zealand Botanical 
Society were taken during the year. Three issues of a Newsletter have been 
published, and the response has been most heartening. Planning is underway 
for an inaugural meeting of the Society in May 1987. 

Research grant funds from various sources were obtained for a joint collec¬ 
ting project with the Entomology Department. Forest areas in Northland 
threatened by development were surveyed by Peter Bellingham and Rosemary 
Gilbert and large collections of valuable specimens were made. 

Lee Herrick replaced Dawn Hendry as the department’s technician, and quickly 
learned the advantages of the new typewriter in label preparation. Susan Asplin 
and Alastair Jamieson worked on the Hayward lichen collection as student 
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assistants over summer. Susan replaced Lee as technician when he left to travel 
overseas. Mr Bangerter continued his weekly visits attending to the adventive 
plant collections, and has accepted the additional responsibility for cataloguing 
the extensive botany reprint collection. Mrs Dow and Mrs Wright mounted almost 
all the 3482 specimens added to the herbarium during the year, and Dr Rhys 
Gardner accepted the task of incorporating most of them into the collections. 
The voluntary assistance of the four last-mentioned workers is gratefully 
acknowledged - they carry out a formidable portion of the department’s work 
programme. 

Various small collections of rocks and minerals providing important addi¬ 
tions to the Museum’s geological holdings were received during the year. Some 
offered donations are declined as storage conditions are unsatisfactory and no 
staff are available to process the specimens. Low-level collecting of local 
geological materials likely to be required for display purposes has continued. 

Public enquiries on geology take up a significant amount of time, with up 
to ten identifications made each week. The assistance and co-operation of Struan 
Ensor and John Wadham, and the staff of the University Geology Department 
with difficult enquiries is gratefully acknowledged.

Conservation 

Most of this year’s energies have been directed into preparing material for 
display in the new Maori Gallery. Work has ranged from simple cleaning of 
small objects such as fish-hooks and adzes to more complex projects of clean¬ 
ing and backing cloaks and removing unwanted paint previously applied in the 
Museum from wood carvings. 

Associated with the Maori Court conservation work was a project involving 
the ultrasonic cleaning of aged and dirty featherwork. The interest expressed 
by ethnographic conservators in the UK, Canada and Australia led to the work 
being explored in some depth. The opportunity afforded by the return of the 
Museum’s wood sculpture, Kave, from the Dallas Museum of Art in September 
1985 allowed Gerry Barton to visit the Canadian Conservation Institute in Ot¬ 
tawa and discuss with conservators and scientists the results of the cleaning pro¬ 
ject. The collaboration resulted in a paper about the ultrasonic cleaning of 
ethnographic featherwork being completed and accepted for publication in the 
UK. As well as spending a week with colleagues at the Canandian Conservation 
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Institute, Gerry Barton also visited cultural institutions in Victoria, British Col¬ 
umbia, Dallas and Los Angeles before returning to Auckland Museum with Kave 
in his care. 

In December Gerry Barton was awarded a Winston Churchill Trust Fellowship 
to extend this work on ultrasonic cleaning tests into assessing their applicability 
in cleaning Maori cloaks. 

The Hotunui restoration project is now well underway. A booklet containing 
a selection of historic photographs of the house and an account of its history 
and current restoration was published by the Museum. The porch and exterior 
carvings have been restored to their 1920s appearance and approximately a third 
of the interior poupou have had their red overpaint removed. The restored car¬ 
vings again look magnificent in their original colours. The work is being car¬ 
ried out in the public area by Dante Bonica and his team of 3 conservation techni¬ 
cians and continually draws visitors’ attention and interest to the carvings and 
the house. 

The department had practical assistance this year from Ms Rose Evans under 
an internship funded by the Department of Internal Affairs. During the sum¬ 
mer period the department had to work with about 100 textile objects and some 
200 musical instruments for special exhibitions as well as its Maori Court 
workload. We were fortunate to be able to employ Sabine Weik on contract 
for 4 months to help deal with the temporary exhibition material. 

In December Karel Peters was appointed Conservator to the New Zealand 
tour of the exhibition “Te Maori”. This role will require his presence in Chicago 
when the exhibition closes for its return to New Zealand and in each of the New 
Zealand venues at the setting up and dismantling of the exhibition.

Display 


For the Display Department the 1985/86 year was busier than ever and, in 
a number of respects, particularly colourful. A major disappointment however 
was the Museum’s inability to attain the proposed November opening of the 
redeveloped Maori Gallery west. Nevertheless, we are confident that we are now 
on target for completion of this extensive project in mid-year 1986, and that 
if it has taken somewhat longer than originally anticipated then it will be that 
much better for it. 1 continue to be grateful to have in Virginia Bennett, Geof¬ 
frey Logan and Angus McKenzie the support of an enthusiastic team that is 
now well equipped to handle the many challenges of a display redevelopment. 
To cope with the increased workload this year we also gained an additional assis¬ 
tant, Lester Hall, who quickly familiarised himself with our many activities. 

The Christmas holiday special exhibition “Material World” consisting of tex¬ 
tile treasures from the Museum’s extensive reserve collection proved to be as 
colourful as it was pouplar. This was followed, in February 1986, by another 
amibitious undertaking, “Musical Instruments Through the Ages”. For this in¬ 
stallation of over 400 individual instruments the display staff worked closely 
with members of the Auckland Early Music Society, particularly Mr Len Stan- 
ners. Although this exhibition was well-publicised it appears to have been the 
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one event that non-visitors regret missing most! Only slightly more modest in 
scale was “Skyline Sculpture” (June/July 1985), an extensive range of chimney 
pots and photographs of early Auckland, and the UNICEF-sponsored “New 
Zealand Artists Paint the Young”. These and our more usual annual special ex¬ 
hibition fixtures combined to produce a particularly diverse and eventful 
programme. 

Despite heavy usage of the Exhibition Hall we were able, at long last, to ar¬ 
range the resurfacing of the well-worn floor. Visitor access was considerably 
improved with the enlargement of the public doorway from the Maori gallery. 
A further positive measure to give our exhibitions a higher profile has been our 
increasing use of exterior banners. We believe we have now developed a system 
than can cope with most of the rigours presented by the exposed facade of the 
Museum. 

In November the Museum Director and Display staff commenced planning 
for “Oro del Peru”, Auckland Museum’s first major overseas travelling exhibi¬ 
tion for many years. The size of this exhibition means it will have to be install¬ 
ed in the Auditorium, suitably modified for the purpose. To familiarise ourselves 
with the task, Geoffrey Logan and I assisted with the exhibition’s initial New 
Zealand showing at the National Art Gallery, Wellington. Stuart Park used the 
opportunity of seeing the Wellington exhibition to prepare new labels and ex¬ 
planatory material in preparation for Auckland, as well as being heavily involved 
in the planning for the tour of the exhibition. 

This year the Museum staff have devoted much time and effort towards the 
formulation of an overall policy and development plan. The Display Depart¬ 
ment has been pleased to contribute to the discussion. In addition to gallery 
maintenance and other such “housekeeping” duties the Department continues 
to provide an essential basic service in many areas. These include the typeset¬ 
ting and layout of the quarterly “News” and other printing requirements, the 
design and production of advertising and posters, and requests for assistance 
and advice from many quarters.

Education Service 

There has been an increase of two percent in the numbers attending in 1985. 
The pattern of gallery use has not changed substantially from 1984. The main 
topics requested were Maori Studies (19.2%), Earth Science (18.3%) and Col¬ 
onial Studies (11.6%), totalling 49% of visits. Of the other visitors, 22% used 
specific galleries and 29% covered many galleries in the one visit (i.e. a general 
tour). 

The classroom has been fully booked each day for lectures and interactive 
lessons. It was redecorated and carpeted and is a most useful teaching space. 

Two 13-session curriculum study courses in Geology were taken with Auckland 
Teachers College students, in conjunction with Mr R. Sylvester. Lectures were 
conducted for students from Carrington Technical Institute and Auckland 
University School of Architecture studying building conservation. Teacher in- 
service courses concerning Museum educational resources were conducted for 
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Mayfield Primary School and the Western Secondary School teachers group. 
The Education staff have again been involved in the training of Museum 
Volunteer Guides. 

The present facilities, including the Minolta Photocopier are adequate to pro¬ 
vide individual teachers and students with pre-visit preparation and informa¬ 
tion. The policy of providing pre-visit planning for each school group who had 
made a booking to visit the Museum has been most successful.

David Reynolds has written, with Gerry Barton, a book outlining the history 
and restoration of the meeting house “Hotunui” in the Museum. 

This has been a busy year for the Loan Service. Early in the year the Loan 
Cases were stripped of old exterior paint, revarnished, provided with new handles 
and relabelled. One hundred new suitcases were purchased to transport the 
displays. Funds to pay for these suitcases were provided by the Hamilton Educa¬ 
tion Board, the Auckland Education Board and the Auckland Museum at a total 
cost of $4,950. The suitcases were used in term 3 and appear to be most satisfac¬ 
tory. There is a high demand for cases from country schools. A new easy-to- 
order request system for displays has been implemented. 

New display cases were produced on early Egyptian culture, seed dispersal, 
and pottery. A finely detailed model of Mangakaware Swamp pa was constructed 
by Juliet Hawkins as a teaching aid to be used by the Education Officer in the 
Waikato Museum of Art and History. This exquisite model is accompanied by 
photographic slides and relevant research information. 

Struan Ensor participated in an inservice course at the Frank Lopdell Centre 
in preparation for the Museum Education Association conference held in August 
in Upper Hutt. The conference was called “Interpreting Cultural Diversity” and 
was attended by Struan Ensor, Stuart Park, Nigel Prickett, David and Sherry 
Reynolds and Te Warena Taua. The conference had important relevance to the 
Auckland Museum and its work. David Reynolds attended the Art Galleries and 
Museums Association annual conference in Napier. Struan Ensor, Juliet Hawkins 
and David Reynolds attended a two day inservice course on Resource Produc¬ 
tion. The course discussed the present museum loan systems, the evaluation and 
production of loan materials, and future needs. 

During May, Struan Ensor participated in a United States Information Agency 
project “Education in Museums” in the United States. The project looked at 
the broad spectrum of education in 28 museums in Washington DC, New York, 
Chicago, Sante Fe and San Francisco. This was a most enjoyable and educa- 
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tional experience, the ramifications of which will be long lasting and having con¬ 
siderable relevance to the education services supplied by this museum. 

Summary of attendances for one hour school visits: Primary 15,602; In¬ 
termediate 11,398; Post Primary 7,782; Total 34,782. There are no planetarium 
statistics available this year due to the change in planetarium operator and the 
reconditioning of the Spitz planetarium machine. Visiting teachers college students 
for lectures: Auckland Teachers College 85; Secondary Teachers College 35. 
Teachers attending Inservice Courses: Primary 72; Post Primary 55. Exchange 
of Museum loan cases: city schools 624; provincial schools 1032. 

The Education Service staff would like to extend thanks to the Education Board 
for its efficient administration of our schools, to the Education Department for 
its professional advice and support, and to the Council, Director and other staff 
of the Auckland Museum for their support and assistance.

Entomology 

In May the annual conference of the Entomological Society of New Zealand 
was held in Auckland; both Rosemary Gilbert and 1 attended. 

Grants were received from the Environmental Council and the New Zealand 
Lottery Board for a joint Entomology and Botany departments project on col¬ 
lecting in ‘at risk’ areas in Northland. Miss Gilbert and Mr Peter Bellingham 
(for Botany) collected in Northland during the last three months of 1985. They 
were able to investigate many areas otherwise difficult to get into, either because 
of access or permission requirements, and made useful collections which will 
provide much interesting information. 

Because Rosemary Gilbert was employed full-time for three months on grant 
funds she was able to be employed full-time for a similar period which was also 
of benefit to the Department. She is still curating collections as permanent half¬ 
time technician. Miss Jennifer Robertson worked with us again under the Stu¬ 
dent Job Search programme during the summer vacation. While space and storage 
for the Department are greatly needed, the most urgent need is for an increase 
in technical staff so that the day-to-day needs are met and the present space 
and collections are used to a greater extent. 

I made two fieldtrips to Northland and have continued research work on Poor 
Knights and Little Barrier Islands aquatic insects, on lacewings and on springtails. 
Captain J.A.F. Jenkins has continued to operate insect nets on ships at sea to 
catch wind-borne insects as part of this Department’s ongoing progamme on 
trans-oceanic insect dispersal. He has now completed a long series of trapping 
across the Tasman Sea. John Jenkins has also assisted with maps and informa¬ 
tion. Concurrently all our ship-trapping records and specimens up to the end 
of 1985 have been re-organised; all the specimens have now been sorted. 

Visitors have included Dr Ian Townsend to work on mayflies and Mr David 
Court on spiders. Following a workshop of Coleopterists at Entomology Divi¬ 
sion D.S.l.R., a group of the beetle specialists visited the Department to see 
our collections which include a large Australian beetle collection. Overseas visitors 
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were Drs John Lawrence and Andrew Calder of Entomology Division 
C.S.I.R.O., Canberra, and Dr Christopher Lyall of the Entomology Depart¬ 
ment of the British Museum (Natural History).

Klhnology 

The resignation of David Simmons referred to above by the President was 
the major occurrence during the year. This unexpected event disrupted the work 
of the department considerably and imposed a heavy workload on other staff. 
Te Warena Taua with loyal support from Mick Pendergrast and Mary Best coped 
very well with the additional burden, with assistance from the “acting 
ethnologists” Nigel Prickett and Stuart Park. At the end of the year, all of 
these staff were eagerly awaiting the arrival of the new ethnologist, Roger Neich, 
formerly of the National Mu.seum in Wellington. 

Work on the Maori Gallery displays was inevitably disrupted by Mr Simmons’ 
departure, and the originally scheduled opening date had to be deferred. Close 
co-operation between the Archaeology and Ethnology departments, together with 
the support of other Museum staff, enabled the project to resume again in the 
new year, and a new opening date to be set for August 1986. 

In October Vice-President Sheila Weight, Council member Mary Clark, Direc¬ 
tor Stuart Park and members of staff of the Ethnology and Archaeology depart¬ 
ments were invited by the Maori Queen Dame Te Ata i Rangi Kaahu to be her 
guests at a hui at Waahi Marae. Tainui artefacts from the Auckland and Waikato 
Museums were displayed at the gathering, which was also attended by staff from 
the Waikato and Te Awamutu museums. The warmth and support extended 
towards the museum people by those attending the hui was most heartening. 

David Simmons’ book Whakairo was published in July, and launched at a 
function in the Museum. 

An important accession was the gift of a pair of door jambs from a house 
built at Te Teko about 1880, and a later lintel. Mr Cook noticed these at an 
out of town auction, bid for them successfully and presented them to the Museum. 
The door jambs are finely made pieces in East Coast style, while the lintel is 
a less elaborate piece of Arawa carving. 

The special exhibition “Musical Instruments through the Ages” drew heavily 
on the Ethnology Department collections. Whilst several staff were involved, 
the work could not have been carried out without the substantial voluntary ef¬ 
fort of Mr Len Stanners of the Auckland Early Music Society in the catalogu¬ 
ing and selection of the instruments. 

Kxlension Service 

The Museum’s circulating displays continued to be of interest throughout the 
province from Kaitaia to Taumarunui. 

The Auditorium has continued to be a popular venue for many groups and 
organisations, and the administration and supervision of the facility has con¬ 
siderably increased the workload of those concerned. Thanks are due to our 
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attendant staff svho are always helpful to auditorium users. We quite frequent¬ 
ly receive complimentary remarks about their cheerful assistance, and I would 
like to acknowledge their part in fostering good public relations for the Museum. 
Because the Auditorium was used in conjunction with the “Musical Instruments 
Through the Ages” exhibition, it was not available for hire for two months. 
This has caused a reduction in the number of hirings which were 129 for the 
year. Of these 21 were for the Museum’s own use. 

Sales of our popular publications are a little down this year but over five thou¬ 
sand books have been sold, the majority by mail order. The responsibility for 
invoicing, dispatch and keeping the accounts of the customers is one which has 
been caried out with considerable efficiency by our receptionist Mrs Hogsden 
and our accounts section. 

A new intake of volunteer guides attended a 15 week training course on Satur¬ 
day mornings between April and August. Request for services of our guides come 
in, on a constant stream during the tour ship season which starts in September, 
clima.\es in January and February and ends in March. Many of the tour parties 
arrive in groups of 120 to 200, giving the guides quite a problem in keeping the 
groups down to a reasonable size. It has been most gratifying to note the many 
complimentary remarks made about our guides both verbally and in writing. 
In addition to the ship groups, tour operators are requesting guiding services 
for many special groups arriving from overseas. Not many local organisations 
are asking for guides, however, and this is a little disappointing. Most of the 
guides find that guiding small groups of visitors is the most rewarding type of 
tour to take as it allows more personal interaction. 

Several audio-visual devices are in use in the Museum. These include a con¬ 
tinuous tape player in the meeting house, and a movie projector and a continuous 
tape player in Auckland Landscapes. These have suffered a number of 
breakdowns, which is only to be expected with such apparatus. The movie pro¬ 
jector for example, although only a small one, is showing film for 24 hours per 
week. This is about the same as the projectors in cinemas in the city do. A new 
tape player has been installed in the meeting house to replace the older one which 
had become uneconomic to repair. 

Sixteen special exhibitions were held in the Exhibition Hall during 1985. Sub¬ 
jects included art in glass, handweaving, craft, pottery, painting, dyeing and 
photography. Of special interest was the ICl National Science Fair, in which 
the best school science projects in New Zealand are brought together for judg¬ 
ing. This honour comes to Auckland every five years. Other exhibitions held 
in the galleries were the Mackelvie Centenary Exhibition and Music of Ancient 
Israel.

Liaison Service 

The New Zealand Lottery Board has continued to provide support for the 
Liaison Service. As well as a subsidy on salary, funding was also made available 
for the purchase of a Liaison Service vehicle, which has made a significant con¬ 
tribution to maintaining contacts with the 130 museums throughout the exten¬ 
sive region. 
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During the past year the services offered to museums have included visits; 
advisory and information services; distribution of museological literature; 
workshops; liaison between related organisations, groups and museums; 
assistance in arranging loans of artefacts and general promotion of museums 
within the region. Such services have generally arisen from specific requests, 
questionnaires on interests and needs for workshops, assessments based on field 
visits and discussions with voluntary and professional museum staff. 
Museological concerns raised have touched on all areas of museum work in¬ 
cluding feasibility and criteria for the establishment of new museums; policy 
planning and formulation; collection, acquisition, conservation and documen¬ 
tation; educational purposes, presentation and interpretation; publicity; securi¬ 
ty; staffing; funding availability including information on and assistance with 
applications for the Art Galleries and Museums Scheme; archival supply sources 
and artefact identification. 

Visits have remained an important contact point for the Service. Approximately 
sixty percent of the museums in the Region have been visited this year. In a 
number of instances museums have received several visits where further action 
has been required. A number of general visits to maintain contacts have been 
undertaken as regional circuits, but as the Service’s workload has increased visits 
to museums on this basis, although still regarded as important, are given less 
emphasis. Rather, priority has been given to visits that arise from specific re¬ 
quests for assistance and these are usually project-oriented. These are longer 
visits and in some instances involved assistance from Auckland Museum staff 
and other specialists. 

Visits of museum people from the region to Auckland Museum continue and 
have generally involved making contacts with the staff, access to collections and 
other resources, liaising with staff at the Regional Conservation Laboratory at 
Auckland City Art Gallery and the Regional Office of National Archives. 

Office-based activities have included follow-up correspondence from visits, 
reports, telephone contacts, compilation and distribution of supplementary 
published and unpublished museological information, workshop planning, and 
handling the increasing amounts of inward correspondence seeking assistance. 

A newsletter has been published and distributed to museums throughout the 
Liaison Service Region. The Newsletter offers articles on various museological 
topics, regional museum news and information about archival supplies, forthcom¬ 
ing workshops and other events of interest. Individual workshop leaflets have 
also been produced and distributed to all museums in the Service’s area. The 
information brochure on the Liaison Service continues to be a useful introduc¬ 
tion when new contacts are made. 

Information was supplied on museums in the Liaison Service area for inclu¬ 
sion in the Historic Places Trust’s publication “Waikato and Northern King Coun¬ 
try Historical Guide” and Almanac Press section “Preserving the Past”. An ar¬ 
ticle “Small Museums” was also published in AGMANZ Journal June 1985. 

The AGMANZ Workshops “Archival Photography” at the Waikato Museum 
of Art and History and “Planning Displays” at the Queen Elizabeth II Army 
Memorial Museum involved assistance with programme planning, liaison with 
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tutors, distribution of publicity and general assistance during the course. A “Pest 
Day” was organised for staff from Auckland Museum, Auckland City Art Gallery 
and MOTAT. Participants considered aspects of pest control, commercial 
treatments and services available and visited the Department of Health 
Laboratories, Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries Fumigation Section, DSIR 
and the City Art Gallery. Assistance was given to the National Textile Conser¬ 
vator in planning and running three preventative conservation workshops on 
textiles. These courses covered eight days and were for the curators of Historic 
Places Trust House museums in Auckland and Northland and volunteers working 
in the Colonial Village at MOTAT. 

A programme was planned for the Volunteers at MOTAT, which included 
talks from various museum specialists on subjects relating to the Colonial Village. 
Planning help and practical assistance was also given to the Volunteer Guide 
programme at Auckland Museum. 

A talk on “Small Museums” was given to the Howick Historical Society. At 
Taumarunui a public meeting was addressed on the implications and com¬ 
mitments involved in establishing a local history museum in that area. Other 
meetings attended included a course organised by National Archives on “Manage¬ 
ment of Small Archive Collections”, the Museum Education Association NZ 
Conference “Interpreting Cultural Diversity”, a Hui at Takapuwahia on “Maori 
Collections” and a Department of Education Course which considered ap¬ 
propriate ways of using Maori collections for educational purposes in museums. 
All of these addressed important issues and provided valuable information and 
contacts to further assist with liaison work. 

Other involvments with several organisations that relate closely to the museum 
profession and liaison service work are also relevant to mention here. Member¬ 
ship of the Councils of MEANZ and AGMANZ and of the AGMANZ Educa¬ 
tion and Registration Committees have been useful ways of keeping in contact 
with museum issues at the national level and where appropriate communicating 
these to museums in the Region. 

1 am also a member of the Historic Places Trust Board, and its Education 
and Properties Committees. These commitments link in closely with liaison ser¬ 
vice work as the majority of Trust museums are in this area. This year’s in¬ 
volvements have included the Thames School of Mines Project Committee and 
the Kinder House and Ewelme Boards of Management, a sub-committee that 
drafted a design brief for the redevelopment of displays at Pompallier House, 
project management planning and policy formulation, the drafting of publica¬ 
tion briefs and sponsorship material, curatorial staff training workshops and 
discussions on the development of educational resource material for schools based 
on Trust museums. 

There is considerable diversity between the museum groups in the Liaison Ser¬ 
vice region and accordingly a variety of services have been developed to cater 
for their needs and interests. Of importance to these services is the utilisation 
of existing resources within museums and relevant outside organisations on the 
local, regional and national levels. Of importance, too, has been the encourage¬ 
ment of informal support networks to foster co-operation amongst museums 
as well as with related organisations.

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Library 

The Museum Library is becoming better known for its collections and ser¬ 
vices. One welcome feature was an article in Metro magazine, titled the “Library 
in the Domain”. Also several large groups were given special weekend tours. 
Delegates to the Conferences of the Archives and Records Association of New 
Zealand and the Heraldry Society (New Zealand Branch) were given this privilege. 
The library also arranged a special film evening to show' historical films to 
.\RANZ delegates, especially Heart of Kauri, made by Museum staff members 
Lucy Cranwell and Richard Scobie in 1942, and the film of the Walsh Brothers’ 
Flying School. 

The library is best known for its functions of services to Museum staff and 
as an historical research library. Increasingly, however, we fulfil an important 
role as an information centre, the heart of which is our Periodicals Collection. 
We receive approximately 1000 current titles and exchange this museum’s publica¬ 
tions with over 300 museums, libraries and other institutions throughout the 
world. Mary Fitzgibbon has responsibility for recording and cataloguing all 
periodicals and also handles the ever-growing number of inter-library loan re¬ 
quests. The significance of our collection can be seen from the ratio of external 
to internal enquiries. This year we requested 117 items on behalf of our staff 
and members but received a total of 728 enquiries from other libraries. I should 
mention that these incoming requests often require a great deal of photocopy¬ 
ing and without help from our volunteers such a service would be difficult, as 
last year over 3000 leaves were photocopied and dispatched. 

The Library is also an imporant part of the Auckland archival scene especial¬ 
ly as much new manuscript material is located by the Northern Archives and 
Records Trust Board, of which 1 am a member. During the year Eddie Sun and 
Rie Fletcher attended a three day seminar on the Management of Small Archives. 
A bleak note however is the extremely acute storage problem which is preven¬ 
ting us from accepting some large and significant groups of manuscript papers. 
To ease this problem, the library was closed for 14 days in December for tidy¬ 
ing and large scale reorganisation of public areas, particularly in the New Zealand 
Room. This has left us with enough space in public stack areas for the next three 
years but has done little to solve our pressing need for storage space in other 
areas such as manuscript and photograph rooms. 

As in previous years the library received many important donations of books 
pamphlets. We are grateful to Mrs F. Young for the gift of copies of the rare 
newspaper Northern Luminary, to Mr J.P. Webster for a copy of the Irish Com¬ 
pendium, or Rudiments of Honour, Mil, which lists the Irish nobility of the 
time; the collection of the late David L. Leach, containing many classic works 
on Sarawak was given by his son Mr Paul Leach; 80 books on the birds of 
Malaya, India and Australia from the estate of Mr A.T. Edgar were presented 
by Mr and Mrs R. McKegg. 

Many significant donations of manuscripts were received. The late Mr Waldo 
Heap spent many years indexing Northland history and all his papers have been 
presented to the library by Mrs Heap. Together with the papers of the late Mrs 
Ruth Ross we now have a most important archive of Northland material. The 
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Historical Records committee of the Presbyterian Church of New Zealand 
deposited the records of several Auckland parishes, including Devonport, 
Otahuhu and the South Auckland parishes of Mauku, Waiau Pa and Patumahoe. 
Mrs S.E. Carr, daughter of the late Sir Ernest Davis, gave 20 of his scrapbooks 
recording several decades of public life in Auckland. Dr W.G. Griffiths donated 
items relating to his late father Mr A.T. Griffiths, Devonport Borough Engineer. 

An important addition to the Photograph Collection was an album of 
Auckland photographs, ca. 1860s purchased from Mr J.G. Maunscll. This is 
similar to one already held but with many different images. From the same source 
came a rare albumen stereoscopic print by Rev. John Kinder, of St Paul’s Church, 
Auckland. We are grateful to Mr Ronald Lockley who arranged for the gift 
by Mr D.F.G. Smith of an 1899 album. Glimpses of New Zealand containing 
many Auckland photographs. Gordon Maitland gave several addresses about 
photographic history and on our library’s collections. Together with Mr J.P. 
Webster he arranged a library exhibition to mark the visit of 40 members of 
the Photographic Society of New Zealand during their Annual Conference. Gor¬ 
don and Victoria Bell both attended a seminar on Photographic Archives at 
Waikato Museum of Art and History. As in previous years many new New 
Zealand books featured photographs from our library. One such new title was 
a definitive John Kinder: Paintings and Photographs, by Michael Dunn, which 
relied heavily on albums we hold. 

The library continues as an important focus for military history research and 
the large number of military manuscript accessions is very gratifying. For ex¬ 
ample, over 200 groups of papers were received between 1975 and 1985. During 
the year many significant donations were received including the papers of the 
late Robert J. Prentice, RNZAF and later Mangere Aero Club instructor, which 
were given by Mrs P. Prentice. Purchases included Suggestions in reference to 
military operations in New Zealand, by an Officer, 1860, perhaps the only copy 
in a New Zealand library. Further microfilms of Muster Rolls and Pay Lists 
of British Regiments in New Zealand were purchased and we are grateful to 
Mr and Mrs Hugh Hughes who are extracting information from these films about 
those who took their discharge while in New Zealand. 

Genealogists continue to make up a considerable proportion of library users. 
Members of the New Zealand Society of Genealogists assist in many ways and 
during the year the North Shore Group completed the indexing of the Auckland 
Death Notices Index, 1886-1945. These catalogue cabinets and volumes are now 
located in the New Zealand Room. Special thanks are due to Mrs Gwen Reiher 
who indexed ‘Ernest McLeod’ MS684 containing many Rawene and district mar¬ 
riages, 1880-1922, and several genealogists who generously donated photocopies 
of cemetery transcription lists including Waikaraka Cemetery. Rie Fletcher 
photocopied Kaitaia Anglican Registers, 1835-1898, which were kindly lent by 
the Auckland Diocesan Office. There were also several genealogical seminars 
and conferences, notably the National Conference organised by the Auckland 
Group, New Zealand Society of Genealogists, held from 14-16 March. The 
library’s contribution comprised a specially prepared subject list of manuscript 
accessions, 1976-1985, and addresses by myself on our manuscript holdings and 
by Rie Fletcher on the publishing of family histories. 
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Our voluntary assistants are an important part of the success of our library. 
First I must pay tribute to Rev. A.B. Catley who has reluctantly retired after 
15 years. His attention to detail, willingness and his sense of humour will be 
greatly missed. During the year our regular assistants were: Mrs N. Arthur, Mr 
S.G. Brooker, Miss E.A. Evans, Mr J. Harold, Ms M. Kelly, Miss W. McMyn, 
Ms G. Molloy, Miss O.G. Poole, Mrs E. Priest, Mrs P. Sayes, Mrs J. Mogford, 
Ms C. van Osenbruggen, and Mrs E. Spragg. Three specific tasks carried out 
by our volunteers may be of interest: Mrs M. Kelly has now completed 30 in¬ 
dexed volumes of biographies from the South Auckland Courier; Mrs E. Spragg 
completed an exhaustive index of the C.F. Goldie scrapbooks; Mr S.G. Brooker 
reorganised the Publications Room which hou.ses the Museum’s Records, Bulletins 
and Annual Reports. For these and many other tasks 1 am very grateful. Other 
library friends were Mr John Webster, Curator of Ewelme Cottage, whose 
historical knowledge is always appreciated. Miss Nancy Bamford, who provid¬ 
ed the funds for a new microfilm reader - her generosity has greatly eased the 
demand for access to our large microfilm collection, and Mr John Stacpoole 
has as usual kindly donated many items and also provided much useful 
information. 

As always we received splendid support from members of the Women’s Ar¬ 
chives Committe, Mrs M. Nash, Mrs B. Holt, Mrs G. Mason, and Mrs S. Ross. 
The New Zealand Women’s Archives Collection now totals more than 7500 en¬ 
tries and last year was used more than ever. 1 must thank Mrs Anne Carpenter, 
our contract photographer, for the sustained quality of her work for the library. 
Finally 1 would like to thank all my library staff who have again worked so 
hard and successfully to maintan our standard of service. 

Malacology 

The Department has continued to provide services to the public with iden¬ 
tification, advice on collecting, cleaning and storing specimens, scientific literature 
and other pertinent information. 1 would like to thank Dr A.W.B. Powell for 
his continued assistance with enquiries relating to New Zealand Molluscs. 

During the year, requests for assistance with information and identifications 
have been received from museums and individuals in 12 different countries. Loans 
of type specimens and other molluscan material were made to the National 
Museum of NZ, Wellington, the Institute of Malacology, Tokyo, and the In- 
stitut Royal des Sciences Naturelles de Belgique, Brussels. A loan of type 
specimens of corals was also made to Prof. J. Grant-Mackie, Auckland Univer¬ 
sity. Paratypes of Engine mactanensis Cernohorsky, 1985, were donated to the 
British Museum (Natural History), London, the Smithsonian Institution, 
Washington, and the Australian Museum, Sydney. We returned a loan of 
Costellariidae to the Cape Town Museum, South Africa. 

Mrs A. Richards of Kimbe, Papua New Guinea, donated a small but scien¬ 
tifically important collection of New Britain marine molluscs. Mr N. Gardner 
of Auckland, kindly donated 34 lots of marine and land molluscs which he had 
collected in the Solomon Islands. Molluscs collected in the Ha’apai group of 
Tonga by Miss D. Cernohorsky of Auckland, have been curated and incorporated 
into our wet and dry collections. 
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Several University zoology students used the collections and the departmen¬ 
tal library. Mr A. Amarasuriya, an M. Sc. zoology student, examined our col¬ 
lection of Ostreidae towards his thesis work. Dr Rudall, studying the distribu¬ 
tion of the land snail Paryphanta busbyi, examined our collections for distribu¬ 
tional records. Mrs Maybin, a lecturer in biology from the University of the 
South Pacific in Fiji examined our collections and compiled references towards 
a project on the biology of the bivalve genus Anadara. Other visitors to the 
Department were Dr Chadwick, Delaware Museum of Natural History, Green¬ 
ville; Dr D. Shasky, Redlands, California, and Mr N. Pledge, South Australian 
Museum, Adelaide. 

The Department has continued to provide quarters for the monthly meetings 
of the Auckland Institute and Museum Conchology Section. 

The revision of the molluscan and brachiopod section for the new edition of 
Dr Powell’s “Native Animals of New Zealand” has been completed. Corrections 
and additions for a new edition of “Hong Kong Sea Shells” have been compiled 
for the author Mr J. Orr, Hong Kong. Corrections and amendments to 
manuscripts submitted by Dr A. Beu, NZ Geological Survey, Lower Hutt 
(Cymatiidae), and by Dr W. Allmon, Harvard University, Cambridge (Bullia), 
have been completed. During the year 1 have conducted research into species 
of Cymatiidae and completed the final draft for a monograph of the family 
Terebridae in co-authoriship with T. Bratcher, Los Angeles County Museum 
of Natural History. Literature received during the year has been catalogued and 
incorporated in the departmental library. Mr. N. Gardner’s voluntary assistance 
in the Department is gratefully acknowledged. 


W.O. CERNOHORSKY 


Marine Biology 

Participation in aspects of the general work of the museum has, in part, taken 
the place of some of the usual activities of the department. As part of a disaster 
preparedness planning group data relating to potential risks and collection 
management was gathered. An overall assessment and broad operational 
guidelines were reported and discussed. A survey for upgraded fire protection 
was prepared in conjunction with Wormald Fire Engineering and the supply 
and installation of the equipment, and staff training to use it was arranged. 
General discussions and written reports relating to the current state and future 
objectives for Marine Biology and Maritime collections were prepared as part 
of the preparation of the Museum Development Plan. Finally, assistance was 
again given with the organisation and training of volunteer guides. 

Marine contributions to the revision of Powell’s “Native Animals of New 
Zealand” were completed. 

Collection growth has reflected two main areas of interest, deepwater and 
inshore sub-tidal fishes. These are habitats for which there is a New Zealand 
wide lack of knowledge. Regular consignments of deepwater specimens were 
received particularly from Mr Bob Ching, with important assistance from the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries, Nelson. Several new fish records for New 
Zealand waters were amongst these samples and they are of particular research 
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interest. New distributional data was also gained from material collected by 
Fisheries Research Division (MV Wanaka), during a northern deepwater survey 
and from MV Maria Lucia fishing in similar situations. 

A project to collect inshore fishes by scuba diving was continued along nor¬ 
thern coasts. Assistance in this project was received from Dr Graham Hardy 
of the National Museum, who provided duplicate specimens from the Three Kings 
Islands. A substantial collection of New Zealand shallow water crabs was donated 
by Mr R. Page, much of this material having been collected and researched for 
his M.Sc. studies. 

Amongst the fish collections considerable progress has been achieved in the 
sorting and cataloguing of jar held specimens. A significant contribution to this 
programme was gained through the assistance of Karyn Denyer, employed under 
the Student Job Search Programme. Her willingness and ability to work in¬ 
dependently at a variety of tasks brought several uncompleted projects to a 
conclusion. 


A.B. STEPHENSON 


Ornithology 

A magnificent mounted Takahe (Notornis) was presented by the National 
Museum and received publicity in the New Zealand Herald. It was displayed 
temporarily in the Notable Accessions Case and later installed in the Bird Hall. 
Other additions to this gallery were a mounted Coot, a Brown Kiwi’s egg and 
revised labels. Dead birds accepted from the public were down this year to 60. 
1 added about 70 prepared specimens to the bird collection. 1 have begun to 
reorganise the large collection of bird bones. Improved shelves were installed 
and new boxes obtained. The first 150 specimens have been checked to ensure 
they were properly cleaned, numbered and recorded. 

The Little Barrier Island Whitehead project was again supported by a grant 
from the Lottery Board. I made 3 week-long trips the island. In addition, Stef¬ 
fen Patzwahl, a recent ornithology graduate from Germany, spent a month on 
Little Barrier as a research assistant. Regular counting of the banded popula¬ 
tion is providing useful data on this little-known species. 

In September I gave a paper on Whiteheads at the annual congress of the 
Royal Australasian Ornithologists’ Union (RAOU) in Toowoomba, Queensland. 
Other conferences attended during the year were a symposium on honeyeaters 
(Auckland, April) and the Ornithological Society’s AGM (Hamilton, May) at 
which I was elected to the Council. In November I attended a council meeting 
in Wellington and was appointed liaison officer between the New Zealand Society 
and the RAOU. 

I gave a short talk in the Bird Hall as part of a Miranda Naturalists’ Trust 
wine and cheese evening, and twice showed the ornithology storage areas to bird¬ 
watcher groups on a Sunday morning. 1 spoke twice to the Volunteer Guides 
and gave a lecture on New Zealand reptiles to a University Extension course. 
1 answered about 230 brief enquiries from the public (as distinct from detailed 
assistance to scientists or artists), three-quarters concerning birds and about the 
same proportion dealt with by telephone. This was a rate of about 6 enquiries 
per week in the office. 
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Institutions visited during the year were the Queensland Museum, Otorohanga 
Zoo and the National Museum (twice). The curators responsible for birds at 
the Otago, Canterbury and National Museums each briefly visited the bird depart¬ 
ment here. 

A project which had been planned for 12 years came to fruition with publica¬ 
tion of the Collins Handguide to the Frogs and Reptiles of New Zealand. 1 wrote 
notes to accompany the 1986 Rank Xerox bird calendar, and prepared further 
entries for a new checklist of New Zealand birds. In preparation for a third 
edition of Powell’s Native Animals of New Zealand 1 revised the text for the 
land vertebrates.

War Collection 

The major work on the collection this year has been to clean, oil and record 
the Eastern swords and daggers which were transferred from the Ethnology 
Department some time ago. The foreign military medals and decorations have 
also been identified, recorded, and placed in the collection. Three large dona¬ 
tions of full uniforms have also been catalogued and placed in storage. Loans 
of war materials have been made to three organisations for ANZAC Day displays, 
a quantity of early items to Bay of Islands Park Board for a project on 
Ruapekapeka, World War One material to the Army Memorial Museum, 
Waiouru, on a term of several years and the relief maps of Nissan Island were 
loaned to the Army for a course being held at Papakura Camp. 

The glass case containing the model of H.M.S. Curacao was broken during 
the year and falling glass did a little damage to the model. The Conservation 
Department undertook the repair work and the opportunity was taken to clean 
both the model and the case. A number of items which belonged to Col. Cyprian 
Bridge of the 58th Regiment were presented by his descendants and a special 
display was set up to show his ornate silver presentation silver inkstand and two 
of his swords. A pressed poppy collected at ANZAC Cove in 1936 was incor¬ 
porated with a returned services poppy purchased in 1921 (the first year they 
were sold), and examples of more modern RSA poppies to make a special display 
for Armistice Day. Working with Mrs Ireland from MOT AT we have research¬ 
ed and set up a display of Italian Army Uniforms. A special display of New 
Zealand W.A.A.F. memorabilia which had been lent to us was set up to coin¬ 
cide with the W.A.A.F. 45th Anniversary Reunion held in Auckland in 1986. 
The German World War One bicycle with spring tyres has been mounted on 
the wall as it is starting to suffer from the attentions of visitors. 

A talk on the War Collection was given to the trainee Volunteer Guides, and 
a lecture on the history of firearms was given to the Volunteer Guides. Talks 
on firearms were also given to two groups of senior secondary school pupils 
who were engaged in projects relating to older weapons. 

Notable accessions during the year include a collection of Soviet arms, uniforms 
and books relating to World War Two; the complete uniforms of the United 
States Lieutenant Colonel of World War Two; an ornate presentation silver ink- 
stand, swords and memorabilia of Lieutenant Colonel Cyprian Bridge who 
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served in New Zealand with the 58th Regiment from 1847-1858; the uniforms, 
flying gear and papers of Mr W. Prentice covering his involvement with New 
Zealand flying from 1937 to 1965; the uniforms of Lieutenant Colonel Robin¬ 
son, N.Z. Staff Corps 1909-1914; a Nazi dress dagger; and a Malaysian Kris. 
Donors of these and other items are acknowledged elsewhere in this report.

Maritime Section 


The unusual study of Flags and Heraldry, as they apply to the maritime field 
was the subject of a most informative address in June by our member Barry 
Thompson. We were most fortunate, at the July meeting to have a first hand 
account of Captain Tony Dunkley’s voyage as master of the Ngahere to Port 
Sudan, with a relief cargo for drought-stricken Ethiopia. Another fascinating 
evening was enjoyed at our August meeting, when country member Bryan 
Shankland provided a talk illustrated with slides, on his journey to the Antarc¬ 
tic to discharge an Operation Deepfreeze support ship. Films on fishing boat 
stability and the prevention of oil pollution formed the basis of our September 
evening, whilst in October we had the opportunity of greeting our Patron Cap¬ 
tain Ian Forrest, who spoke about his early seafaring days. For the November 
meeting we were able to obtain a taped slide show of the smaller ports of Vic¬ 
toria, courtesy of the Victorian Branch of the World Ship Society. As expected, 
there was no shortage of top quality nautical slides at our traditional members’ 
slide evening in January and films again featured at the February meeting, the 
titles being “Seaway to the Heartland” and “Margins of Safety”, borrowed from 
the Canadian Embassy and Auckland Nautical School respectively. March pro¬ 
vided an insight to life on the rail ferries with an address by the Chairman, a 
former rail ferry purser, and the year ended with guest speaker Captain Nick 
Hylton, master of the Spirit of Adventure. His caring attitude towards his young 
trainees was self-evident and the lecture was backed up by Cliff Hawkins’ slides, 
superbly as usual, of both the Spirit of Adventure under sail and of the newly- 
launched Spirit of New Zealand. 

The Society’s annual dinner was held in October at McHughs of Cheltenham, 
where an excellent meal was followed by John Webster’s entertaining and 
knowledgeable talk on nautical terminology. An extremely enjoyable summer 
excursion was undertaken on 15th March when in lovely fine weather, members 
boarded Blue Boats’ Tawa for a voyage in the upper habour to Riverhead and 
up Lucas Creek to Schnapper Rock.

NOTES TO THE ACCOUNTS EOR YEAR ENDED 31sf MARCH 1986 


STATEMENT OE ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

These accounts have been prepared in accordance with general accounting 
principles recommended by the New Zealand Society of Accountants for 
the measurement and reporting of earnings and financial position on a 
historical cost basis. Accrued accounting is used to match expenses and 
revenues with the exception referred to in paragraph (f) ii below. 

The following particular accounting principles which materially affect the 
measurement of income, and of the overall financial position as disclosed 
by these financial statements, have been applied:- 

(a) Slocks 

Stocks in all instances are valued at cost and adequate provision has 
been made for obsolescence, deterioration, or damage. 

(b) Investments 

(i) The book value of shares and some Government and Local 
Authority stocks represents the market value pertaining at the date 
of gift or bequest. 

(ii) Kent Street property is shown at the Government valuation at the 
date of the gift. 

(iii) Overseas investments, including bank balances, have been converted 
to New Zealand currency at rates of exchange ruling on 31st March 
1986. 

(iv) Other investments, including the Vaile Trust property at Wiri, are 
shown at cost. 

(c) Eixcd Assets 

Fixed Assets are shown at cost in the balance sheet. Collections which 
have been donated or bequeathed to the Museum are not included due 
to the nature and impracticability of valuing such assets. 

(d) Depreciation 

(i) Furniture and Fittings, Displays, Equipment and Tools (including 
Motor Vehicles) are depreciated on a straight-line basis in accor¬ 
dance with the estimated economic lives of the assets, and the sum 
so provided is transferred to Reserve. The useful lives of the ma¬ 
jor classes of assets have been estimated as follows:

20 years 
25 years 
50 years

(ii) No depreciation is provided for the Building; instead, lump sum 
transfers, as determined by Council, are normally made each year 
to Building Maintenance Reserve. 

(Items of routine maintenance are charged to Income and Expen¬ 
diture Account; expenditure of a more substantial nature is charg¬ 
ed directly to the Reserve). 
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(iii) Depreciation on the Vaile Trust building at Wiri and the W.L. 
Cooke building, Newmarket, has been provided for at standard 
rates on a straight-line basis. 

(e) Trusts, Endowments, etc 

Funds received for special purposes are placed in a reserve, and 
recognised as income in the year in which such funds or the interest aris¬ 
ing from them are received. 

(0 Income 

(i) Revenue from sales and services includes both cash and credit sales. 
Bad debts have been written off where appropriate. 

(ii) Investment income is included on an accrual basis, except that in¬ 
terest received from sums on term deposit is recorded on a cash 
basis. 

There are no changes in accounting policies as compared with the previous 
year.
